Schools: The Best 


A recent survey among Hammond residents 
shows that an overwhelming majority praise the 
high caliber of teachers and instruction, the school 
facilities, and both adult and technical education 
programs. Of all its many assets, Hammond’s 
educational system would probably rank first in 
importance. 

Today, there are 27 schools with an enrollment 
of 23,622 students enjoying the most modem of 
educational programs. On every level the schools 
may be characterized as progressive. 

Four Hammond schools are participating in the 
Operation Head Start program, designed to give 
valuable pre-kindergarten training to economically 
disadvantaged youngsters. Four elementary schools 
now operate on a completely non-graded program, 
which permits students to advance as rapidly as 
their abilities warrant and slower students to 
34 receive personal attention in those areas where 


they require special assistance. Counseling is pro¬ 
vided for students with personal problems that 
may be interfering with their scholastic achieve¬ 
ment, and remedial reading guidance is offered as 
an invaluable aid for all future studies. Two other 
elementary schools operate on a partially non- 
graded program. 

Hammond provides special education at all 
grade levels for children handicapped by speech, 
hearing, and physical defects. Around 500 students 
are enrolled in these classes. Similarly, teachers 
selected for their special training and experience 
are assigned to work with mentally retarded and 
emotionally disturbed children. 

Gifted students are encouraged to develop to 
their full potential through special group study 
assignments in their classrooms. Through an honors 
program for foreign language students, operated in 
cooperation with Indiana University, top students 










can spend summers with foreign families. Already, 
Hammond students have gone to Germany, France, 
and Mexico. 

In its recent reorganization, the Hammond 
school system has established three “middle 
schools” for grades six through eight. Two more 
elementary schools are now planned, while a 
new elementary school is soon to be dedicated, 
another elementary school is planned to replace 
an existing one, and many new additions are be¬ 
ing erected to augment existing facilities. 

The programs of the secondary schools are 
designed to meet the individual needs of the 
students. Some will obtain employment upon 
graduation; others will enter vocational or techni¬ 
cal schools; while still others will go on to higher 
education. Those planning to enter college are 
provided a thorough academic curriculum includ¬ 
ing French, German, Latin, Spanish, and even 
Russian. A non-credit course is now provided in 
the Chinese language. Another recent addition is a 
seminar on Afro-American Culture taught by a 
team of one black and one white instructor. 

Extra-curricular activities provide an outlet for 
the boundless energy of today’s youth. Clubs and 
organizations allow each to share interests in 
music, drama, art, and hobbies. In addition to the 
usual sports found in a complete athletics program 
are such innovations as a soccer team and a 
gymnastics team. 


The Hammond Technical-Vocational High 
School offers the largest program of its kind in the 
State of Indiana. The day school program for some 
2000 students is divided into three sections . .. 
Vocational Education, Special Education, and 
College Preparatory. Approximately 85 percent of 
the students are enrolled in the vocational pro¬ 
gram, which offers 309 courses, including the usual 
vocational subjects plus an up-to-date computer 
course utilizing the school’s extensive data process¬ 
ing equipment. In each area of vocational study, an 
Advisory Committee, made up of local industrial¬ 
ists and businessmen, supplies guidance in course 
improvements and changes. 

About half of the seniors at Hammond Tech are 
enrolled in the work-study program, which allows 
them to study mornings at the school, then work 
afternoons in their fields for both salary and credit. 

An unofficial placement service helps many of the 
students to obtain employment upon graduation. 

Students in the Special Education program are 
trained to utilize their abilities in industrial jobs. 

Those wishing to major in either mathematics or 
the sciences receive complete academic training 
and also helpful vocational courses at Hammond 
Tech. A $600,000 addition of new facilities is 
planned in the near future. 

A complete program of adult education is also 
provided through night classes at Hammond Tech¬ 
nical-Vocational High School. An academic pro- 35 










gram for adults wishing to complete high school, 
plus vocational courses in any subject requested by 
at least 15 students, is augmented by a cultural 
program designed for self-improvement courses. 

Besides its public schools, Hammond has nine 
parochial elementary schools and a parochial high 
school. The highly-rated Catholic School System 
provides a complete program, elementary through 
high school, terminating in Noll Central High 
School, which serves much of the Calumet area. St. 
Paul’s Lutheran School has 221 students currently 
enrolled in grades kindergarten through 8th. Of 
special interest to some is the Christian school at 
nearby Lansing.

In Hammond’s Woodmar section is a fast-growing 
center of higher education, the Calumet Campus of 
Purdue University. The largest of the land grant 
university’s several regional campuses, Calumet was 
established in its present location in 1951 on some 
of the land bought and donated to the university 
by the people of Hammond. 

The school primarily offers engineering and 
science courses, but in recent years it has become 
increasingly strong in technology and the humani¬ 
ties. Today, with 4000 students and 150 full-time 
faculty members and administrators, its rapid 
expansion in all areas will make mandatory an 
almost continuous campus building program for 
many years to come. 

A $4.6 million technology building, complete 
with the most advanced labs and shops, opened in 
1968, and 167 acres of land are available for future 
construction. The university is beginning construc¬ 
tion on an Electrical Engineering Technology 
building and has planned a Student-Faculty and 
Library Center. 

Four-year bachelor degree programs are avail¬ 
able in areas ranging from the humanities and 
education to chemistry and mathematics. Among 
the major areas are elementary education, engineer¬ 
ing, English, German, history, political science, 
psychology, speech, English teaching, speech teach¬ 
ing, chemistry, computer science, mathematics, 
mathematics teaching, statistics, construction tech¬ 
nology, electrical technology, mechanical and in¬ 
dustrial engineering technology, and supervision 
technology. 


Plans call for increasing the majors in the 
bachelor degree programs in the near future. The 
proposed areas include the biological sciences, 
French, sociology, Russian, and Spanish.

The Calumet Campus of St. Joseph’s College in 
neighboring East Chicago specializes in liberal arts, 
business and education. Indiana University’s North¬ 
west Campus at Gary provides training in the 
humanities, social science, education, law, medi¬ 
cine, and business. The three institutions, Indiana- 
Northwest, St. Joseph’s, and Purdue-Calumet, 
work in close cooperation to serve the higher 
educational needs of the area. 

In Hammond there are secretarial and business 
colleges, radio, electronic, and television schools, 
plus commercial and fine arts classes at the nearby 
Gary Art Institute.

The rapid growth of Purdue University’s Calumet 
Campus in Hammond has contributed immeasura¬ 
bly to the already rich cultural life of the city. 
Residents may attend lectures, concerts, theatrical 
presentations, or exhibits at the spacious campus 
located in a convenient residential area. 

The Hammond Community Concert Association 
is now in its third decade, bringing to town five 
critically acclaimed musical presentations each 
year.

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Hammond’s Rich Past 


|n the days when bands of redmen roved the land, 
the site of Hammond was a windblown series of 
swamps and sandhills on the old Indian trail from 
Michigan City to Chicago. It took a cholera 
epidemic in Chicago in 1851 to bring this wild area 
its first permanent white settlers, a venturesome 
German immigrant named Ernst Hohman and his 
English bride, Caroline Sibley Hohman. 

In this last area of Indiana to be settled, 
state-owned land was selling for the bargain-base¬ 
ment price of $ 1.25 an acre. Hohman, who had 
abandoned his Chicago tailor shop in fear of the 
plague, quickly snapped up 40 acres across the 
Grand Calumet River from an Indian burial 
ground, the first of some subsequent purchases 
that ultimately totaled some 700 acres. Beside the 
cool, sweet water, where Potawatomi Indians 
48 picked reeds to make peace pipes, the young 


couple erected the log Hohman Inn and called the 
small settlement that sprang up around it Hohman- 
ville. A number of famous travelers on the stage 
route from Detroit stayed there, including Stephen 
A. Douglas, the Presidential candidate. 

In 1869, having perfected the use of iced 
railroad cars for shipping dressed beef long dis¬ 
tances, Detroit butcher George H. Hammond 
bought 80 acres from the Hohmans and con¬ 
structed the State Line Slaughterhouse, the city’s 
first industry. At the flip of a coin, the little town’s 
name was officially changed to Hammond, and 
soon the meat packing business was booming. As 
George Hammond played one railroad against 
another for low-cost shipping contracts, a maze of 
tracks converged on the village; workers poured in, 
and a mining town atmosphere prevailed. 

George Hammond’s business strategy called for 





























































































no large permanent settlement. He hoped to 
control railroad prices by threatening to move his 
plant at any time. But, despite his wishes the 
growing community was incorporated as a village 
in 1883 and as a city of 5,000 a year later, with the 
packing plant’s manager, Marcus Towle, as mayor. 

Any trend toward one-industry domination 
ended abruptly in 1901, when a $500,000 fire 
leveled the slaughterhouse and destroyed 5,000 
animals. Two years later, the plant rebuilt in the 
Chicago Stock Yards, and to combat the serious 
economic depression that followed, the city of 
Hammond sought—and got—diversity of industry. 
Today, Hammond boasts nearly 200 manufactur¬ 
ing plants, turning out everything from missile 
springs to soap flakes. 


Throughout its colorful history, Hammond has 
been a vibrant city of doers. It produced the 
nation’s first professional football team and the 
first automatic potato digger. A local jev'eler 
named Alvah Roebuck went to Chicago and 
formed the massive mail order house with Richard 
Sears. A railroad section hand, Jacob Rimbach, 
speculated five acres of land into the most valuable 
real estate in downtown Hammond. Peter Meyn, a 
one-time school janitor, built the city’s largest 
skyscraper on a site where he once stoked furnaces. 
Then he became president of the bank his building 
housed. 

This is the kind of spirit that has made 
Hammond a recognized leader in northwest Indi¬ 
ana for more than a century. 









Progressive Government 


Hammond’s chief executive is the mayor and its 
legislative body is a nine-man city council, all 
elected to four-year terms with three of the 
councilmen selected at large. Six municipal boards, 
ranging from public safety to public health, are 
appointed by the mayor along with 10 city 
department heads. Three other boards-library, 
school, and sanitation-either are all or partially 
chosen by the city’s electorate. 

Since 1960 the city has engaged in an extensive 
sanitation and storm sewer improvement program, 
both to accommodate new sections and to remove 
the threat of basement flooding in old areas. More 
than S 13.000.000 has been spent on this important 
project. 

One of the city’s greatest achievements has been 


the continuing expansion of its school facilities to 
keep ahead of a growing population. 

Hammond’s 159-man police department has 
been cited for its effective traffic safety campaigns 
and was recently reorganized on a merit basis after 
an exhaustive survey by Indiana University’s 
School of Police Administration. 

In 1965 the 161-man fire department won first 
place in the Chicago Association of Commerce and 
Industry’s fire protection contest for its outstand¬ 
ing home and commercial inspection program. For 
several years. Hammond has experienced the low¬ 
est fire loss in the U.S. for a city its size. 

In Hammond, charitable organizations are co¬ 
ordinated by the United Community Chest, which 
conducts a fund-raising drive once a year.

Medical Center for a Two-State Region 


One of Hammond’s major assets is St. Margaret 
Hospital, a truly outstanding institution. Among its 
many awards is the highest rating a hospital can 
receive from the Joint Commission on Accredita¬ 
tion of Hospitals. 

To meet the growing needs of the community, 
the hospital was recently enlarged from approxi¬ 
mately 250 beds to 550. New construction and 
remodeling has cost over $10 million, and more 
additions are in the planning stages. 

With a staff of 170 doctors and 220 nurses, the 
hospital admitted 20,000 inpatients last year and 
attended 19,600 emergency cases. With 1,200 
employees, St. Margaret Hospital is the second 
largest employer in Hammond and has an annual 
payroll of around $6 million, 
and has an annual payroll of around $6 million. 

Patients and staff enjoy the modem and ad¬ 
vanced facilities. Both a $1.2 million laboratory 
and a radiology building were recently opened. The 
hospital now boasts the most up-to-date radiology 
department in the area. It offers both diagnostic 
and therapeutic treatment, and has a remote 
control booth from which the radiologist may 
operate. In addition to air-conditioning the entire 
hospital, the surgical suites were remodeled. There 
are now 17 operating rooms, a 5-bed coronary care 
unit, and a 14-bed intensive care unit. 


The hospital now has a kidney-dialysis unit, 
consisting of three artificial kidneys. This is one 
step in bringing about a proposed program in 
kidney transplant. But primarily, the hospital is 
dedicated to the general health needs of the 
community as it has been since it was opened back 
in 1898. A steadily growing population, as evi¬ 
denced by the 3,800 births recorded at St. Mar¬ 
garet Hospital last year, is being cared for through 
a far-sighted program of expansion. 

The community, in return, offers its services 
through the St. Margaret Guild, with 130 of its 
members serving as volunteers and contributing 
over 35,000 hours of their time as assistants, as 
well as operating a new gift shop. Even the younger 
girls help out as “Candy Stripers” or “Red Cross 
Volunteens.” 

Departments of physical therapy, speech thera¬ 
py, occupational therapy, and a medical social 
worker round out this well staffed hospital. 

St. Margaret Hospital is affiliated with Purdue 
University in its Associate Degree Nursing Program, 
and has a School of Radiologic Technology as well 
as training Certified Laboratory Assistants. 

Outpatient care is provided by the Hammond 
Clinic, the Whiting Clinic, and a number of other 
group-practice medical facilities in the area.

Hammond’s Diversified Industry 


for more than six decades, “diversity” has been 
the word for Hammond industry. In 1901 a 
disastrous fire drove the city’s massive meat pack¬ 
ing plant to Chicago and shook Hammond free of 
one-industry domination for keeps. Though it sits 
today in the midst of the world’s largest steel 
producing area, is surrounded by huge oil refiner¬ 
ies, and harbors some industrial giants of its own, 
Hammond’s economic backbone mostly consists of 
the 200 or so small industries within its borders. 

Employing from five to 4,500 workers, this 
plethora of local plants turns out everything from 
tin cans and com starch to bronze valves and 
wallpaper.

After some years of leveling off, Hammond is 
once again beginning to generate a tremendous 
amount of local expansion and to attract new 
industries. Mobil Oil is completing costly new 
facilities here. And after 20 years, Pullman-Stan¬ 
dard plans to resume manufacturing railroad cars in 
its Hammond plant. 

Experts have observed that “No industrial loca¬ 
tion in the U.S. surpasses that of Hammond,” and 
an old city slogan, cognizant of the fact that 
Hammond is the gateway to Chicago and the 
largest distribution center in the country, notes: 
“The map shows why Hammond grows.” Especial¬ 
ly appealing to industry are the city’s fine schools, 
attractive residential areas, broad cultural possibili¬ 
ties, stable political climate, abundant water sup¬ 
ply, proximity to materials and markets, and 
complex network of interlocking transportation 
facilities.

A broad-based 
labor supply, steadily augmented by the influx of 
people anxious to settle in the Chicago area and by 
graduates of Hammond Technical Vocational High 
School, is another strong drawing card. 

With its setting and attributes, Hammond’s 
future industrial growth is assured, and civic 
leaders are taking steps to fully prepare for it. 
Local banks and local businessmen have formed a 
private corporation to assist new businesses in 
finding sites and in obtaining financing. 

Elsewhere in the city, industrial sites up to 150 
acres are available through private sales. 

Hammond is especially eager to attract electron¬ 
ics firms and other “glamour” industries, as well as 
a wide variety of small plants that can trade with 
local producers. Agriculturally-oriented manufac¬ 
turers will find Hammond a good place, too, as it 
lies adjacent to a superior garden and trucking area, 
and is near the Michigan fruit orchards and the 
Indiana com belt.
